ſons of Dur being here, you mult underſtand , That when We - 
found it neither ſafe no2 honourable fo expoſe Dur Perſon fo 
the fumulfuous and licenftious p2oceedings of many (which tos 
this day are unpuniſhed)) who did diſo2derly appzoach neare Dur 
Court at White-Hall, We fruſted this part of Dur Domini-

cleare teſfimony of your ſervice and obedience, which We will 
never uſe otherwiſe,then fo2 the defence of the true D2thodox 
Religion, p2ofeſſed and ſetled in Qneene Elizabeths fime , and 
confirmed by the Authority of the Statute of this Realme , the 
defence of the Lawes and fundamentfall Conſtitutions of this 


Kingdome (as the juſteſf Meaſure and Rule foz Dur P2eroga- . 


tive, and pour Liberfies and Rights) and laſtly, fo2 the p:eler- 
vation of the Peace of this kingdome, 

As fo2 Dur own? Zeale fo the Pzoteſfant P2ofeſſion, We 
refer all the wozld fo Dur daily exerciſe of, and Dur Declara- 
tions concerning if, and execution of the Lawes againſt the Þa- 
piſts ; \o likewiſe We cannot but declare Dur ſelfe molt hear- 
fily ſo2ry to finde ſuch Separatiſts and Schiſmaticks, who pze- 
ſume, againſt Law, fo foment new Doctrines and Diſciplines 
to the diſturbance of Church and Sfate. 

Fo2 the Law, it being the common inherifance of Dur people, 
We ſhall never enfozce any P2erogative of Durs beyond it,but 
ſubmit Dur ſelfe to it, and give pou and all Dur ſubjects the ful- 
leff latitude of 1f , both foz the liberty of your perſons , and the 
v2opaety of your eſfates, And fo2 an inviolable confidence and 
aſſurance hereof, as we take God (the Searcher of all hearts) to 
witneſſe Dur reall intention herein, ſo We ſhall no longer de- 
ſire you to ſfand fo2 the defence of Dur Perſon, Yonour, and 
Juſt P2erogatives, then We ſhall maintaine the Lawes of the 
Land, the liberty of your Perſons , and the pzopziety of your 
G Ods, 

And fo2 the cleare underffanding of Dur Reſolutions to 
maintaine Peace , We may have the confidence and happincſſe 
fo referre (againſt all malignity whatſoever) to Dur fozmer ſir- 
tzene yeares Reigne ; (tw long fo diſſemble Dur Nature ) if in 
all this time We never cauſed the effuſion of one d2op of blond, 


it muſt nzds be thought , that in our riper judgement in Go-  - 


vernment, We ſhould never open ſuch Jfſnes as might d2owne 
Us, and Dur Polterity in them: But We are-ſure to have no 
enemies, but in the defence of the true P2oteſtant P2ofeſſion , 
_ Right of the Cn Lawes , and fo2 the pzeſervation of 


peace ;

peace : and certainly all theſe muſt be all yours, aſwell as Dur 
enemies. 

And fo the end that this pzeſent poſture wherein We meef, 
ſhould not affright you with the diſten:pers of the times, the ex- 
ample of the two Youles having made Us pzepare fo2 a Guard 
to Us and Dur Childzens perſons, We with you to lake into 
the Compoſition and Conſtitution of it , and yeu will finde it ſo 
farre from the face o2 feare of Warre , that if ſerves fo ſecure 
you , as well as Us, from if; Fo2 Dur Chotce ts of the pzime 
Gentry, and of one Regiment of Dur Trained Bands , which 
cannot be thought to opp2eſſe the Countrey (being their owne ) 
nor warre with themſelves. And TUe further aſſure you , We 
never infended to uſe Fo2reianers, oz diſaffected tn Relicton : 
and that you may fully aſſure your ſelves of Dur ſole dependen- 
cy upon the love and ſervice of Dur owne people, fo live and die 
with them, We have armed theſe Dur Subjects; which had bin 
molt irrationall , if we had cver infended to have uſed Sfran- 
gers, And further, you may percetve, that We receive none, 
but ſuch as ffand: cleare in Loyalty and Religion ,. foz which 
reaſon We have cauſed the Dathes of Allegtance and 'DSupz:e- 
macy kobe gtven them. Likewiſe, fo p2event any diſtempers at 
home , We have ,. and: ſhall put the Trained Bands of all this 
our Kingdome under the command of perſons of honour, confi- 
dence, and affection to their Ccuntrey ; ftraifly charging, upon 
their Allegtance, no Officer fo accept any command in them , 
no2 Douldiers to obey any , ſave fuch as are anthozized by Us, 
And fo2 the p2evention of any innovated power over you, you 
thall have Us here to governe you. and the Sculdiezy fo p2oteat 
you in peace, and fo relieve you againft all cpp:cfſions ; fo2 that, 
as We have told you befoze, mult ariſe from ſome creat viola- 
tion ( which We hope God will p2event ) and not from thts pze- 
paration of Dur Subjects, DTherefoze lef none of yeu be af- 
frighted with vaine feares ; if ſuch a warre ſhcutd follow, it fol- 
lowes the Authozs home fo their owne dÞ2es ; and ſuch ( by 
the confidence of Dur Perſon with you.) We allure Dur lſeife 
pou are not.

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melicions inſolence in Dur fozmer meetings ſent fo2th moſt 


pzeſumpkuous Summons, deceiving Dur people, and pzeſuming 
upon Dur Royall Authozity ; and theſe pzeſent themſelves as 
great defenders of Religion, Peace , and Liberfy ; whereas 
they become infections, and contagious fo the people , ſeducing 
them into vaine fancies and detuſions, as may appeare by their 
Wearrants,which We could trace to ſome Pulpits, as We are 
Lredibly infozmed : And you ſee it were jufſf in Us, fo puniſh 
theſe as Authozs of ſedition, but that if would be to great a fa- 
bour, fo2 it would honour them with the Title of Partyrdome, 
foz Gods cauſe, as they vainly pzefend. But you may now ſee 
from whence this Spirit comes , that would make Us fo be im

. fozraigne Fozces We have, oz ever ſhall intend to have, fo at 


theſe great deſignes, notwithfanding the vaine feares hitherto 
imagined. 0 that you ſz 1t 1s high fime that theſe fancies 
were diſperſed and driven away, that We might be repaired in 
Ponour and Intereſt , and you enjoy the bleſſing of Peace and 
Pappineſſe, the advancement whereof ſhall be Dur ftudy and 
comfozt : and therefoze We ſhall (when you ſhall thinke if-cons 
bemient time ) eaſe you inthe number of the Trained Bands 2 
And fo2 your Billet-Money, it had beene long ſince paid, buf 
that no part of the Subſidies (which We paſſed fo2 that pur- 
poſe) came to Dur hands : and We ſhall nof be wanttng in any 
thing that lieth in Us fo2 the full ſatisfaction thereof : And 
thall make Dur G2ace and Bounty fo you, anſwerable to your 
deft fidelity and lopalty, as occaſion ſhall be offered to Us.
